The Oonfodoration of tho Eastern 
ProvinooB will hasten tho sottlomont 
of tho " vexed quostion" of the Hud- 
Bon Bay Company's blaims at Hod 
Bivor and Saskatchewan. For sever, 
al years the Company bayo aninoanO' 
ed a willingness to dispose t,{>f their 
chartered rights, 8ubjeo^;tp tho; appro- 
val and guarantee of- the Imperial 
Government, for tho sum of £3,000, 
000. All who bavo visited the locality 
proposed to bo tba^4disppsed of boar 
testimony to tho wdndVrfql fertility of 
the soil, its great minora!' iresourcos, 
I and the facilities it oSTera for the snp-i 
port of a population of many millions. 
One of tho prime objects had in view 
by tho Homo Govern mont in Con- 
federating the trauamoatano Prov- 
inces was to bring this Jied Eivor 
question fiiiriy and Bquaroly before 
tho Canadiunb, and to show thom 
that it thoy would ever become 
anything oIho than a mere ap. 
pendttgo of tho Crown of Groat 
Bi iiain, or enjoy an indopendont cx> 
istonco except at tho Kufl'oranco of tho 
United Suites, they mUHt tuko flleps to 
secure the aplondid territory lying 
directly in the path of tho «< West"- 
■ward ho I" immigrant. Wo believe 
that the Canadian statesmen — most 
of whom are groat, good and patriotic 
men — are guided by a desire to benefit 
posterity quite' as much aa they seek 
to benefit the present gonoration. 
They are engaged in setting tho corner- 
stone of fwhat is designed to be a great 
Empire with all tho caro that tho ar- 
chitect bestows in laying tho foundu- 
tions of a noble odifioo designed to 
-withstand the wear and tear of ages. 
They have condaclod tho groat scheme 
oi uniting tho Eustorn Provincoa to a 
Bucoeseful issue, and thoy now have 
their attention absorbed by tho Pod 
Hiver question. All aro agreed that 
the purchase ought to bo mado ; but 
there is a diileronco of op nion as to 
how largo a portion of tho territor}' 
shall bo purchased at the present time.

Now, one party of Oanad^a^fl prb«. 
^ppse to buy all the fertile land lyiog 
on a lino with and Sonfh of the pro- 
posed highway to the Pacific, leaving 
the country north of the highway to 
tho Company as a fur preserve and to 
form the sutject for fultire nogotiai 
tions. Another, and by far tho most 
numerous party, propo-^o to buy tho 
the whole territory and throw it open 
to immodia'o HOtLlemcnt. Tho latter 
argue that to buy put t of tlio land 
•would bo to Hmothor for a fow years, 
.-not oxtini,'uiBh onLii'cly, the Corns 
pany's rights to tho territory. Tlioy 
CObiend that tho Uoinpany, profiling 
by the advanced value of their land 
from an influx of immigrants, would 
soon decline to sell the remainder ol 
their territory lor less than they now 
ask for tho ;svholo, and that a partial 
"pnrch'olernow would entail expense and 
, diffioulty upon succeeding generations. 
This Is a very sonsible way- in which 
to view the proposed parobase. If 
any transfer he cfToaed, it should be 
of the whole torrito'^y. . Wiib an Im-

--And tho sooner tho ddcumeuts are 
drawn up and nignod tho bettor will it 
b'e for Britit-h Columbia. Tho delay 
in. tho setlleraont of this qucelion in 
the only barrier that now exirfts to 
our speedy incorporation with the 
Gonfoderaoy.
